[0006] 

An individual identification telephone device of the present 
invention comprises: a telephone set having card slots, the 
telephone set identifying a personal identification number and 
allowing telephone communication function when an IC card for 
personal identification is inserted in one of the card slots; a holder 



for holding the IC card; and a dummy card adapted to be inserted 
into another card slot of the telephone set and including a 
transmitter-receiver unit for communicating with a 
transmitter-receiver unit of the holder. Wireless communication is 
performed between the transmitter-receiver unit of the holder and 
that of the dummy card in order to enable wireless communication 
between an IC card and a telephone set, thereby identifying a 
personal number. 

[0010] 

As shown in Fig.l, telephone set 2 of the present invention is a 
cellular telephone based on Global System for Mobile 
communications (GSM), and has a push button for originating a call, 
a wireless antenna, a transmitter, and a receiver. Telephone set 2 
has a card slot unit 6 which an IC card storing a personal 
identification number is inserted into. IC card 4 is an IC card 
basing on ISO standard 7816, for example, and includes an IC 
module storing personal information such as a personal 
identification number of a user who holds IC card 4. When IC 
card 4 is inserted to card slot unit 6 of telephone set 2, a connector 
8 of the IC card is connected to that of the card slot unit for 
transmission and reception of information stored in IC card 4. 

Fig. 2 is a plan view of an IC card and a holder according to one 
embodiment of the present invention. 

Fig. 3 is a plan view of an IC card and a holder according to another 




embodiment of the present invention. 

Fig. 4 is a schematic diagram of a compact device according to the 
present invention. 

Fig. 5 is a schematic diagram of a compact device according to one 
embodiment of the present invention. 

Fig. 6 is a perspective diagram of a telephone set according to 
another embodiment of the present invention.
